Keeling, asisstant attorney general, 
today, and Rangers have been sent 
to the region to prevent disorder. 
Both Texas and Oklahoma claimants 
threaten to shoot any one who inter­ 
feres with their occupation of the 
property. Assistant Attorney General 
Keeling said, 
Mr. Keeling stated that he will 
leave for Wichita tonight and that 
IS rangers have been ordered to 
report to Adjutant General Cope 
who has been in that section for 
several days. Mr. Keeling said the 
disputed territory will be regarded 
as Texas land unless the federal 
courts decide that it belongs to 
Oklahoma and until this 
decision 
comes state forces will support and 
defend those holding the land under 
Texas claims.

NEW YORK, Jan. 20.—Mustard 
gas and machine guns are to be 
used by Captain Harry de Windt, 
an English explorer, against the 
poisoned arrows of a tribe describ­ 
ed as ’’white cannibals” on Tibu­ 
ron Island, on the Pacific coast, 
he announced here today. Captain de 
Windt said he would leave New 
York in a few days to lead an ex­ 
pedition of six civilians and three 
score Mexican soldiers to the is­ 
land. Tiburon is said to have rich 
deposits of pitchblende from which 
radium is made. 
The island is about 40 miles from 
Guay mas, Mexico, which in turn, 
is only about 48 hours by rail from 
Coronado Beach, Cal. The inhabi­ 
tants are said to be descendants of 
Dutch, Swedish and German pris­ 
oners who escaped from Mexican 
prisons several centuries ago. Of 
sixteen persons known to have vis­ 
ited the island in the past few 
years, in parties of two and three, 
only nine are said to have return­ 
ed alive, the others falling vic­ 
tims to the flaxen-haired, blue-eyed 
’’white Indians” as the Mexican 
peons call them. 
“Four miles from the Mexican 
coast,” said Mr. de Windt, ’’Ti­ 
buron is easily accessible. Yaqui 
Indians, who live on the mainland, 
call Tiburon the ’Island of Death’ 
for the reason that any person who 
lands on it is shot by poisoned darts 
and then eaten by the natives. The 
cannibals, in addition to bows and 
arrows, use an ancient blunder* 
buss. 
They ares unposed to num­ 
ber from 500 to 2,000 persons.

Unlike the college 
instructor, 
the 
teacher in the public schools can­ 
not look* for relief to private gener­ 
osity. 
Pride in alma m ater Is a 
force which cannot be employed in 
his behalf. 
And his comparatively 
humble position in the educational 
system of a democracy does not lend 
itself to a dramatic appeal. In be­ 
half of the college professor it is 
always possible to 
approach 
the 
hard business sense of a community 
with a statem ent of the professor's 
value in dollars and cents. 
There is 
a chance to cite the case of a pro­ 
fessor who more than earned his 
keep by discovering a new process 
for tanning leather, a new super­ 
hardened steel or a new anti-para­ 
site for the farmer. No such argu­ 
ment can be invoked in favor of 
the school teacher. 
It is so diffi­ 
cult to think of the school teacher as 
producing anything other than those 
intangible values, popular 
enlight­ 
enment and good citizenship. Val­ 
ues these are to be sure, but so dif­ 
ficult of appraisal that the safest 
w*y Is to pay for them as little 
as might be, or let us say, for the 
whole United States, an average of 
$12.13 a week.

A tragedy that all lovers of wild 
life,big game, * and 
noble 
animals 
have feared for years now is being 
enacted,” says a bulletin from the 
Washington headquaters of the so­ 
ciety. 
“The American elk is being driv­ 
en from his last stronghold in Yel­ 
lowstone National park, ‘at the top 
of the United States/ and faces 
slaughter, freezing and starvation 
in the borderlands to the north and 
south of the park. Horace M. Alb­ 
right, superintendent of Yellowstone 
National park, xwho is keenly alive 
to the great danger, furnished the 
material for this bulletin. 
“The menace to the elk arises 
because of the unprecedented early 
winter this year. On October 22 oc- 
cured the worst storm Yellowstone 
park has known since one far later 
in the season, in January, 1891. The 
elk’sexistence dependes upon his free 
-dom to wander from the highland 
snows to the shelter and forage of 
the valleys below. The early blizzard 
drove him outside the protection of 
the national 
reservation 
into the 
midst of Hie open season for hunting 
in the two adjacent states. 
“The southern herds followed the 
rivers, which flow out of Yellow­ 
stone in all directions, to the fam­ 
ous Jackson Hole country, once the 
haunt of bandits and cattle thieves, 
where human life now is safe, but 
where this self-same influx of civil-1 
ization spells death for the elk. The 
northern herds descended into the 
Montana borderlands where settle-1 
meats have flung a wild animal bar­ 
rier across the edge of the park. 
“Wholesale shooting of the elk | 
was the first consequences. Much of! 
this shooting, according to reports I 
recieved in Washington, did little j 
credit to sportsmanship. Marksmen \ 
did not trouble to follow and cap­ 
ture animals 
they had 
wounded.

none for the* northern herds. 
“The protection afforded the elk 
which started into Wyoming is that 
of the state game preserve, known 
as the Hoodoo, Shoshonean^ Teton. 
Futher protection is that afforded in 
a limited way by the winter elk ref­ 
uge at Jackson, Wyoming, founded 
by the biological survey.

It was on Boston Common that 
Revolutionary soldiers drilled; from 
its limits at Park Square, then the 
Back Bay in fact as well as in name 
and now “made land”, the Brit­ 
ish started for Lexington on April 
19, 1775. On the Common the Brit­ 
ish mustered their forces to attack 
Bunker Hill and British artillery­ 
men set their guns on Flagstaff 
Hill during the seige of Boston.

We are still at War with Germany. 
After an ar­ 
mistice lasting now for seventeen months and a senator­ 
ial debate of 25$ days we are exactly where we were 
when the cannon grew cold in November of 1918.

killing the treaty with Germany the honorable senate 
has voted to continue the war with Germany.

the nations allied against the Hun the United States 
alone is still in a state of war.

American troops in Germany, that Germany could attack 
these boys without violating any agreement, and that 
in the event of such attack, no nation on God’s earth 
is under the slightest obligation to lend assistance to 
our armies. 
It is easy to see at this late hour how the treaty 
could have been ratified. 
But for the presence of two 
impediments the senate would have reached an accom­ 
modation. 
One was the play of Republican politicians 
for the German vote. The other was the play of Demo­ 
cratic politicians for the Irish vote. In the presence of 
such political bartering honor was dead and peace im­ 
possible. 
Added to this gamble for votes was the 
uncompromising attitude of the president, whose way, 
in his own mind, was the only way. 
It is useless to undertake a separate peace with 
Germany. 
In no case could Germany be any worse 
off than she now is, 
This she fully realizes and she 
would laugh to scorn any overture from America. 
By 
grace of our senatorial apostates Germany is in position 
to give this nation the horse laugh and we are helpless 
to resent it. 
Of all the principles our country fought for and our 
soldiers died for nothing remains today.

ST. LOUIS, March 20.—Miss Marie 
Czaplicak, lecturer of Oxford univer­ 
sity, author of many books on ex­ 
plorations and economics, and sec­ 
retary of the Constitutional Com­ 
mittee of Oxford, 
doing 
research 
work for the league of nations, ar­ 
rived in St. Louis this morning and 
will speak tonight before the Con­ 
temporary club at Hotel 
Startler. 
She designates herself as “a cltisen 
of Poland, but a resident of the 
world.” for she has traveled almost 
continuously for IO years. 
America's failure 
to 
enter 
the 
league of nations, she said, is great­ 
ly deplored in Europe and the hope 
still exists there that this country 
may still become a member of 
the 
league. 
“America having no terri­ 
torial aspirations,” said she, “it is 
greatly desired in Europe, particu­ 
larly among the smaller nations, that 
■he enter the league in order to act 
as a check upon the greedy nations 
—and none of us delude ourselves 
with the belief that greed will of a 
sudden be banished from the hearts 
of those nations whose policy has 
always been of that type.” 
Poland, she said is the only na­ 
tion which has successfully fought 
bolshevism and replaced it with a 
government solid and enduring. The 
mason for this success, she says, lies 
in the fact that the people of Po­ 
land were perfectly organised be­ 
fore they set up 
an 
independent 
state, and had been drilled and ed­ 
ucated for years in the principles of 
government by the people. She con­ 
siders Warsaw the most cultured 
city in the world today. 
Miss Csap­ 
licak said Ignace Paderewski's 
in­ 
fluence in outside countries enabled 
Poland to become at once a strong 
independent nation. 
Polish Army Strong. 
The influence of Paderewski with­ 
in the confines of Poland itself wa* 
not nearly so great as in Paris and 
other European centers, she says, 
but the noted pianist-statesman was 
able to carry out hi* policies by 
working with Josef PilsudsM, presi­ 
dent of Poland. 
It was due to the 
efforts of the latter, die says, that 
the Polish army developed into a 
great fighting machina. 
There is 
much fighting in the states sur­ 
rounding Poland, but Miss Czaplicka 
believes fhat practically all of the 
adjoining territory 
w it ultimately 
and voluntarily .be annexed .to Po­ 
land. 
;• Y ": 
Herbert Hoover, she said, is 
re­ 
garded as a real symbol of Ameri­ 
canism by the nations of Europe. 
“It is my belief,” she said, “based 
upon observations in nearly all 
of 
the nations of Europe, that 
if 
Hoover were to be elected president 
of the United States this country 
would immediately assume the real 
leadership among nations. 
You over 
here can have no conception of the 
high regard in which Mr. Hoover is 
held by the people of Europe. 
They 
regard him as little less than their 


savior, so wonderful was his work 
during the war.” 
Wilson Loses Popularity. 
The belief exists in many Euro­ 
pean countries, she says, that Presi­ 
dent Wilson yielded too much 
to 
Clemenceau and Lloyd-George 
and 
because of this the popularity 
of 
Wilson has waned across the seas. 
Miss Czaplicka defines the differ­ 
ence between bolshevism and social­ 
ism as saying, “bolshevism means a 
government by the proletariat; so- 
ciailism means government by all 
classes. 
Russia is the only nation 
in which a bolshevist government 
could succeed and there it will ul­ 
timately succeed. 
Just now bolshe­ 
vism there is directed by too many 
dishonest, insincere meh, but as hon­ 
est men and women join the move­ 
ment it will grow strong and endur­ 
ing.” 
She believes America is facing “a 
great crisis” and explains this re­ 
mark by saying that the crisis is not 
so much an economic or political one 
as that of nationalism. 
America has 
now the chance to become great na­ 
tionally, instead of a melting pot,” 
she declared. “The war has brought 
about great changes here. 
It has 
done a great deal to unite you peo­ 
ple; it has brought about a higher 
degree of culture than ever before 
and has molded your people so that 
at last America will even have a 
literature of its own. In the past 
great writers have sought England 
and other nations of Europe as the 
scene for their works; now they are 
beginning to understand that here in 
America is the most fertile field of 
all and as a result of that under­ 
standing a great change is already 
apparent in your literature.”

TOPEKA, Has., March 20.— Dairy 
products of Kansas have increased 
hOO per. cent in the last twenty 
years and have doubled in the last 
five years, says a report issued to­ 
day bv Secretary J. C. Motlier of 
the state board of agriculture 
But with all this progress in, 
dairying, t;.e report calls attention 
to the fact that Kansas is not tak-! 
ing full advantage of the possibili-j 
ties offered by the dairying indus­ 
try. it shows that in 1919 cream­ 
eries in three adjoining states man­ 
ufactured from Kansas butter fat 
half as much butter as all the 
creameries in Kansas made. 
Secretary Mahler's report states. 
“Twenty-one creameries from out­ 
side 
Kansas 
reported 
that 
they 
bought cream from the Sunflower 
state for manufacture into butter. 
These 
twenty-one 
factories 
made 
17,512.500 pounds of .b u tte r last 
year from cream shipped from Kan­ 
sas. This quantity is practically half 
as much butter as was produced by 
the factories of our own state dur­ 
ing the same period. Naturally the 
state of Kansas cannot take credit 
for butter made in other state, but 
these facts suggest that the dairy 
industry of Kansas Is of even more 
consequence than the official re­ 
cords might indicate. It Is also In­ 
teresting to note I hat the twenty- 
one outside factories reporting are 
evenly divided between the three 
states of Colorado, Nebraska and 
Missouri or seven to each. 
“According to the records of the 
state board of Agriculture, in the 
twenty years ending with 1919, the 
value of Kansas' dairy products has 
quintupled.
